execution. As Reid described one 
execut ion: 
“The condemned man was brought 
to the death cham ber at the stroke of 
midnight His head had been shaved 
to provide a better conductor for the 
electricity that would be running 
through his body. 
“ A mask was placed over the m an's 


eyes, and cotton was put in his nose to 
stem the hemorrhaging that would 
occur 
“The man was strapped to the 
chair, and the executioner, sitting in 
another room and watching the man 
through a one way m irror, threw the 
switch 
The first charge of electricity, 
1.800 volts, flashed through the con 
demned man The shock was so in­ 
tense that the man rose a couple of 
inches out of his chair The heat was 
so intense that the blood in the man s 
brain boiled, killing him instantly 
"The current was reduced to '200 
volts, then increased to 1.200 volts, 
then shut off The attending physician 
examined the man and declared him 
legally dead “

Chances are good that Robert Excel 
White and Jam es Owen Livingston 
will be the first persons to be executed

The State Court of Criminal Appeals 
Tuesday refused to hear appeals of 
the death sentence for the pair. 
clearing the way for their scheduled 
Dec IO execution 
However. White's court-appointed 
attorney. Jam es E 
Abernathy of 
McKinney, said he will seek a stay of 
execution from the U S. Supreme 
Court until he has time to prepare a 
formal appeal of the sentence to the 
Supreme Court 
White has indicated all along that he 
wants to die, and Abernathy’s appeal 
attem p ts are adm ittedly against 
White’s wishes 


Both White and Livingston along 
with Livingston’s brother. Gary Dale 
Livingston were convicted of the $60 
robbery and triple m urder which 
occurred in Princeton on May IO. 1964 
Gary Livingston currently is ser­ 
ving a prison sentence for his part in 
the robberv-killings. after it 
was 
determined he stayed in the trio’s car 
during the m urders 
The death sentences for White and 
Jam es Livingston were pronounced 
by 199th District Court Judge Tom 
Ryan of Plano on Tuesday, Nov. 9 
If the pair are executed on Dec IO 
as scheduled, news coverage will be 
limited to two reporters from the two 
m ajor wire services, while other 
newsmen will watch on closed circuit 
television

“ Our proposal would give most

Landscape design can be 
created or emphasized with 
the use of night lighting The 
proper use of colored lights 
can change a garden into a 
jungle or a fantasyland 
Lighting is also useful in 
lengthening the recreation 
time 
on 
an 
outdoor 
playground, in the family 
pool or just relaxing on the 
patio, points out Risinger 
Outdoor lighting must be 
carefully planned for energy 
savings and the best possible 
light intensity. Some of the 
more common mistakes 
include using too much light 
or too high an intensity, poor 
lighting angle, bad location 
of 
light 
fixtures 
and 
inadequate shielding 
Play areas and patios 
should have light fixtures 
located as high as possible 
but 20 to 25 feet is the 
average Several lights are 
best, with the intensity' not to 


exceed 150 watts. 
Gardens require a more 
subdued light; this can be 
accomplished by providing a 
floodlamp for each 750 
square feet of space. 


Garden lighting should be 
carefully planned to enhance 
the garden and outdoor 
living area and should be 
flexible enough to allow the 
homeowner to highlight 
certain plants and features 
with the different seasons.

Continuing our series of articles about life insurance, the 
last type of policy to be explained is the endowment policy. 
Saving is the primary emphasis in an endowment policy, but 
some protection also is included 
The major purpose for this policy is to build up a certain 
amount of money in a given number of years. Endowment 
insurance can be purchased on the basis of IO, 15. 20. 25 or 30 
years, or to mature to cash at a certain age When the policy 
reaches a point at which the cash savings is equal to the 
amount of the face value, the policy matures. 
At this point the coverage ends, the protection is zero and 
the money becomes available to you Should the insured 
person die before that date, the face value of the policy is 
paid to the beneficiary. 
Premiums are much higher for endowment policies than 
other types because of the emphasis placed upon savings 
When you buy one of these policies, you select a date on 
which you want to receive the money. 


Endowment policies can be used to build a retirement 
fund. After your children are grown and have their own 
families, you could buy a 10-or 15-year endowment policy to 
mature at retirement age. 
Since endowment insurance is the most expensive type, it 
should not be used as the basic insurance protection for the 
family with young children. It should be used only for a 
specific purpose after adequate protection is provided for 
the family income provider.

That holiday feeling is in the air and 
it s the tim e of y ear when A m ericans 
are thinking about Thanksgiving and 
the plans and preparations that go 
into m aking a bountiful and elegant 
feast for fam ily and friends 
Although Thanksgiving dinner is 
typically a tim e when all fam ily 
m em bers 
try to get 
together to 
celebrate 
the 
holiday...the 
dinner 
itself m ay differ considerably from 
fam ily to fam ily 
If you ask a friend w hat’s on his 
Thanksgiving menu, you m ay receive 
an answ er such as "Oh, the traditional 
dinner with all the trim m ings." But 
the word "trad itio n al" m ay m ean 
different things to different people, 
and your friend m ay m ean goose, 
duck, rabbit, turkey or som ething 
else 
However, it is usually A m erica’s 
favorite bird, the turkey, that graces 
most tables on Thanksgiving Day, and 
it will probably be surrounded by 
favorite dishes from special recipes 
passed 
down 
from 
generation 
to 
generation 
Although the recipes m ay be the 
sam e, 
hom e econom ists say 
that 
preparation of today’s holiday dinner 
is far different than what our great 
grandm others had to contend with 
Modern day appliances, from electric 
carving knives and m ixers to large 
re frig e ra to r fre e z e rs, h av e m ad e 
preparation of a large dinner far 
easier and faster too 
Another thing that has definitely 
changed from g ran d m a’s day is the 
length of tim e it takes to roast a 
turkey. Today’s turkeys a re grown 
faster, are younger and m ore tender, 
and as a result, they take less tim e to 
cook 
If turkey is on your Thanksgiving 
menu, the m ost reliable way to m ake 
sure it is cooked to perfection is to use 
a m eat therm om eter. Insert it into the 
thick part of the thigh, m aking sure it 
does not touch the bone. Roast it in a 
preheated 325 degree oven until the 
therm om eter reads 180 or 185 degrees. 
Because turkeys vary due to their 
shape and variety, cooking tim es will 
vary too. For those who do not use a 
m eat therm om eter, here is an ap 
proxim ate cooking tim e chart for 
roasting turkey in a 325 degree oven. 


‘Traditional’ Meal Has 


Variety of Good Food 


If the ready to cook weight is 6-8 lbs, 
cook for 3-3*2 hours; 8-12 lbs., 31 ^-412 
hrs ; 12-16 lbs., 4>2-5>2 hrs.; 16-20 lbs.. 
5 '2-6 ' 2 hrs.; 
20-24 lbs., 6 '2-7 hrs 
(Note: Unstuffed turkeys require 
about one-half hour less roasting 
tim e). 
Home econom ists also say that 
there are several things you should do 
to check the degree of doneness if you 
do not use a therm om eter They say 
that when the turkey is done, the leg 
and thigh should m ove easily and the 
thick part of the thigh should feel soft 
when pressed with your protected 
thum b and forefinger. 
Also. prick the skin on the thigh and 
look at the juice that will appear. It 
should be clear and not pink in color 
If after testing, there are still som e 
doubts, it would be well to allow an 
extra half hour of roasting time. 
The "trim m ings" of a turkey m eal 
vary considerably, but listed' below 
are several recipes that can help 
make this Thanksgiving day a very 
special one for your family. 


SOUTHERNCORNBREAD 
STUFFING 


4pkgs. (8 oz. each) cornbread stuffing 
mix 
1 cup butter or m argarine 


2 navel oranges, chopped, skin and all 
I cup well-drained crushed pineapple 
I cup coarsely chopped pecans „ 
I tsp nutm eg 
3 cups orange juice 
salt 


Four stuffing into a large bowl. In a 
skillet heat butter and stir in oranges, 
pineapple, 
p ec an s, 
n u tm eg and 
orange juice. Bring to a boil and pour 
over stuffing. Stir until well blended. 
Season to taste with s a lt.. 
Just before turkey is ready to be 
roasted sprinkle it inside and out with 
salt and pepper Stuff it at the neck 


and in the body cavity with stuffing 
m ixture Sew or skewer opening and 
roast in a shallow roasting pan Makes 
enough stuffing for a 25 lb. turkey. 


SPICED CRANBERRY CONSERVE 


2 cups fresh cranberries, rinsed and 
drained 
4 cup sugar 
4 dried figs, coarsely chopped 
‘2 cup dates, coarsely chopped 
'n tsp. cloves 
stick cinnam on 
I can (8 oz.) pineapple tidbits 
one third cup w ater 
I tbsp lemon juice 
Combine cranberries, sugar, figs, 
dates, cloves, cinnam on, pineapple 
and w ater in a saucepan. Bring to a 
boil and cook, stirring frequently, for 
IU to 12 m inutes. Add lemon juice and 
rem ove cinnam on stick Spoon into 
hot sterilized ja rs and seal at once. 
Makes three cups. 


SUNBURST YAM BAKE 


2 cans (17 oz. each) yam s, drained 
I can 
(13 oz.) 
pineapple tidbits, 
drained 


14 cup pure orange m arm alade 
1 cup m iniature m arshm allows 
Heat oven to 350 degrees. A rrange 
yam s in a circle in a 9-inch pie plate. 
Place pineapple in center. Dot yam s 
"and pineapple with m arm alade. Bake 
at350degrees for 30 minutes. Sprinkle 
with m arshm allow s and return to 
oven until m arshm allow s are melted 
and bubbling. Serves six. 


LIMA BEANS IN LEMON SAUCE 


2 boxes (IO oz. each) frozen lima 
beans 
salt 


*4 cup butter or m argarine 
* 2 tsp. crum bled dried rosem ary 


I tsp. cornstarch 
3 tbsp, lemon juice 
I tbsp, parsley flakes 
pepper 


Cook lim as with salt as directed on 
package label; partially drain. Add 
next two ingredients. Blend corn­ 
starch with the lemon juice and stir 
into m ixture. Cook, stirring, until 
slightly thickened. Add parsley, and 
salt and pepper to taste. Makes six 
servings. 


HERBED MASHED POTATOES 


4 cups riced or m ashed hot potatoes 
1 cup plain yogurt 


2 tsp. each freeze-dried chives and 
parsley flakes 


2 tsp tarragon vinegar 
2 tsp. dillseed 
salt and pepper to taste 
butter or m argarine 
Mix all ingredients, except butter. 
Put in shallow one-quart baking dish 
and dot with butter. Bake in preheated 
375 degree oven for about 20 m inutes. 
Makes four servings. 


PRALINE PUM PKIN PIE 


2 slightly beaten eggs 
I 12 cups canned pumpkin 
I cup sugar 


*2 tsp. salt 
I tsp. cinnamon 
'4 tsp. ginger 


14 tsp. ground cloves 
tsp. nutm eg 
1 & two-thirds cup evaporated milk 
9-in. single crust unbaked pie shell 
For topping: 
2 tbsp m elted butter 


*2 cup firm ly packed brown sugar 
one third cup chopped pecans 
Combine eggs, pumpkin, sugar, salt 
and spices. G radually add evaporated 
milk. Mix well. Pour into unbaked pie 
shell Bake in hot oven (425 degrees) 
for 15 m inutes; reduce to m oderate 
heat 
(350 
degrees) 
and 
continue 
baking about 40 m inutes. Cool pie. 
P ra lin e T opping: C om bine the 
butter, brown sugar and chopped 
pecans. Sprinkle evenly over pie. 
Place pie under broiler until top is* 
bubbly, about one m inute (watch pie 
carefully). Serve at once.

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Inside Clothing 
Labels May Mislead

WASHINGTON (U P I)- If 
the label inside your sweater 
or slacks says ifs washable, 
does that mean you can’t 
have it dry cleaned? Or if it 
says “ do not dry clean.” is it 
telling the truth? 
Some segments of the dry 
cleaning industry claim the 
answers to those questions 
are so confusing that con­ 
sumers may be ruining up to 
$6 million worth of garments 
every year through im­ 
proper cleaning methods. 
The 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission is in the midst 
of hearings designed to 
improve the regulations 
which require care labels in 
most garments. William 
Seitz, executive director of 
the Neighborhood Cleaners 
A s s o c ia tio n , 
which 
represents 3,000 cleaners in 
the Northeast, says the 
current set-up is "very 
misleading.” 
His group is urging the 
FTC to require both washing 
and dry cleaning advice on 
labels. As it now stands, he 
says, labels giving washing 
instruction do not have to 
include the fact that the item 
also can be dry cleaned. The 
FTC, he contends, has been 
leaving it up to the consumer 
to assume that was the case. 
As an example of another 
problem, Seitz produced a 
IOO per cent acrylic sweater 
with a label saying “ do not 
dry clean.” Yet, he said, it 
has been dry cleaned five 
times and is perfectly good. 


He also contends there are 
some fabrics that can be 
neither washed nor dry­ 
cleaned, and they should 
have to be so labeled 
On the other side of the 
coin, some groups have 
complained that care labels 
saying “ dry clean only” are 
too restrictive. Seitz’ group 
says some manufacturers do 
not adequately test the 
washability of garments and 
take the easy way out by 
advising dry cleaning only. 
In any case, a bigger 
problem is that there is 
almost no enforcement of the 
rule. 
The 
neighborhood 
cleaners group has urged the 
FTC to require serious fines 
and 
penalties 
for 
manufacturers who put out 
inadequate lables. 
A reader in Vent­ 
nor, N J., has a follow-up 
question on our recent 
discussion about the rights of 
nonsmoking 
a i r l i n e 
passengers: 
“ My 
husband 
and 
I 
recently flew from Pomona, 
N.J., to Las Vegas on a 
charter flight, No. 9971, 
American Airlines. When we 
sent in our reservations we 
requested the ‘no smoking’ 
seats. Upon entering the 
plane we noted with great 
relief that we were seated in 
the area clearly marked no 
smoking. 
“ However, once we were 
airborne there were people 
smoking all around us. When 
I questioned the stewardess 
she said that they do not 


enforce the ruling! 
“ I wrote to American 
Airlines on one of the 
questionnaires found in the 
pocket of the seat men­ 
tioning the above situation, 
but never received a reply 
“ W’hat recourse does a 
person have, who does not 
smoke and in fact 
gets 
severe sinus headaches from 
smoke, when they clearly 
request a nosmoking seat 
and then don’t get it?” 


The stewardess violated 
the law. The no-smoking 
rules apply to charters as 
well as regular flights. W’hat 
you can do is this: Write to 
Action of Smoking and 
Health.

D C , 
20006. enclosing a large, self- 
addressed 
stamped 
en­ 
velope They will send you a 
form which you return to 
them and they then will 
prosecute it before the Civil 
Aeronautics Board 


The group says it has been 
successful in the past on 
these matters and believes 
the only way to clean up the 
situation is on an airline-to- 
airline basis. One of their 
cases recently resulted in a 
consent 
decree 
against 
Allegheny Airlines under 
which that carrier now must 
make written and verbal 
announcements about 
the 
availability of no-smoking 
sections and may even put 
passengers who refuse to 
comply off the plane at the 
next stop.

On Peat Moss 


Taster Is Experienced 


Over 4000 Wines Tasted 


Commercial peat and peat 
mixtures may contain plant 
disease-causing organisms, 
says James R 
Risinger, 
Collin County Agent with the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Extension Service. 
Risinger notes that a study 
by plant pathologists in 
Pennsylvania showed that a 
number of lots of peat moss 
from 
foreign 
countries 
contained a watermold type 
fungus 
which 
is 
highly 
pathogenic In addition, the 
52 lots sampled all contained 
the 
fungus 
known 
as 
Fusarium. 
Several species of the 
Fusarium fungus are plant 
pathogens while most arc 
active in 
breaking 
down 
dead organic matter Their 
presence is not surprising 
since the Fusarium fungus is 
so widespread in nature 
The so-called 
“ sterile 
potting mixes" are far from 
sterile 
If they were sub­ 
jected to heat and decon­ 
taminated. they would again 


become infested shortly 
thereafter with organisms 
that 
degrade 
organic 
m atter 
However, 
plant 
pathogenic organisms are 
killed by sterilization and 
pose no threat to plants to be 
grown in the medium when 
the 
process 
is 
done 
correctly. 
“ Organisms that break 
down organic matter are 
essential to keep our plant 
production system going," 
Risinger pointed out. 
‘‘If 
they were not efficient we 
would be buried in a sea of 
organic refuse 
While the 
good organisms do their 
work, we try to limit the 
activity 
of 
those 
m i c r o o r g a n i s m s 
t h a t 
compete w ith us for our food 
supply and dam age our 
ornam ental 
p la its ,” 
he 
added. 
Buying peat moss in un­ 
broken bags and storing it in 
a sheltered place out of 
contact with soil is the best 
way to avoid contamination.

African Antelope

SANTA FE, N M (UPI) 
While extreme dryness in 
the deserts of south central 
New Mexico has made the 
region inhospitable for many 
forms of wildlife, a variety of 
African antelope known as

climate just like home 
In fact, the animal has 
done so well in the region 
that the Game and Fish 
D epartm ent recently ex 
panded the herd 
"The program has been 
highly successful," said 
Walt Synder, chief of game 
management for the Game 
and Fish Department “ One 
of the reasons we picked 
them for the program was 
their ability to survive with 
very little water." 
The 
Gam e 
and 
Fish 
D epartm ent 
began 
ex­ 
perimenting with oryx in 
1963 to determine whether 
the animal could be tran 
splanted 
in 
New' 
Mexico 
under 
an 
exotic 
gam e 
program 
The first oryx were release 
on the White Sands Missile 
Range in southern New 
Mexico in 1969 Since that 
time, there have been eight 
more releases, bringing the 
present oryx population to 
about 250 
The 
Game 
and 
Fish 
Department has already had 
two limited hunts for the 
exotic animals. Snyder said 
five oryx perm its were 
issued in 1974 and six were 
issued in 1975 The herd is 
doing so well 
that 
the 
departm ent 
decided 
to 
double the number of per­ 
mits for this year’s oryx 
hunt, scheduled Dec 
18 21 
“ They’ve adapted real 
well 
to 
the 
area," 
said 
Snyder. “The animals are 
extrem ely 
adaptable 
to 
really 
arid 
desert 


situations.” 
Synder said the animals’ 
native habitat in southwest 
Africa is a region “ where 
water isn t readily available 
“They are surviving long 
periods of time without 
drinking water," he said 
“ In the pasture at our Red 
Rock experimental breeding 
station, we know of the 
anim als 
going 
45 
days 
without drinking water " 
Synder said although there 
are some springs in the 
southern New Mexico desert 
where the animals have been 
transplanted, the oryx herd 
really doesn’t rely on them 
for water 
“ When it rains or snows. 
they can find some water in 
puddles on the roads and 
that’s enough to satisfy them 
for a long time," he said

It is when fats are eaten to 
excess or combined with 
high-carbohydrate 
meals, 
that they pile up in all these 
unwanted and dangerous 
places—in the liver, around 
the waist, the heart and on 
the inner walls of arteries.

DEAR PO LLY — We put in a wood burning fireplace 
that we looked forward to enjoying very much, but the 
strong wood smell goes all through the house. This is not 
a smoke smell but wood What kind of deodorizers, etc. 
can I use to tone this down. I am afraid it will get into 
our clothes and make them offensive? — MRS. G.G. 
DEAR M ERS G.G. — Perhaps the trouble is with the 
kind of wood you are burning. Fruitwoods give off a 
wonderful aroma. Softwoods such as evergreens spark 
and smoke more than hardwoods. Perhaps your wood is 
green. Seasoned wood releases less tar into the air, 
smokes and sparks less. How about this, readers, have 
any of you had this trouble and corrected it? — POLLY. 


DEAR PO LLY — I have two Pet Peeves. The first is with 
those dimly lighted restaurants where one cannot read the 
menu The candles and dim lights do look romatic, but are not 
too practical. The second is that women often cannot eat more 
than half of the large portions served and would much rather 
have less and pay less. — HILDEGARDE. 
DEAR PO LLY — I used to be constantly turning on the back 
burner on my stove, when I thought I was turning on the front 
one. I marked the designation on the stove for the front burner 
with a dab of red nail polish. No more confusion. 
A sponge is far better to use for wiping up small spills in the 
kitchen than a towel or dish cloth — LUCILE. 
DEAR POLLY — When sewing. I stick pins and needles in a 
sponge instead of a pin cushion The needles stay better and do 
not run or disappear the way they do in a pin cushion. The 
sponge can be cut to any desired size — LORA. 
DEAR POLLY — When sewing side seams in dresses, I 
always start at the bottom and sew up. I never have to trim off 
any of the skirt bottom Pin at the sleeve line and pin well in 
between, as some materials are so slippery. 
Also, after a two-and-a-half-inch binding is sewed in around 
the neck, slash so it lays flat. Then sew again on the right side 
close to the neck edge to keep it from stretching. When done 
correctly it is nice and soft, but when done incorrectly it can 
be hard as a board < Polly 's note -- Many readymade dresses 
are stitched this way.) — MARGARET' 
DEAR PO LLY — To remove coffee and tea stains from 
china pottery, I rub a small amount of baking soda in with my 
fingers and then rinse. I also find this great for polishing 
chrome canisters, my tea kettle and so on. It does not make 
scratch marks. — ALMA. 
DEAR POLLY — Old toothbrushes make great fingernail 
and toenail brushes — never throw one away. — MISS S.
